Spanish explorers of the West Coast 


had discovered the mouth of the Col- 
umbia river before our independence 
was established. It wasa New Eng- 
land trading captain, Robert Gray, of 
the ship Columbia“ that first pene- 
trated the moath of this river. The 
entry made in his log book was the 
title deed of the United States to the 
region embraced in the State of Ore- 
gon and the Territory of Washington 
against subsequent claims of discov- 
ery made by Great Britain, and, in 
some sort, by Spain. Until the ac- 
quisition of California, this region was 
our sole footing upon the Pacific 
ocean, and this excited the interest 
and ambition of the nation for an 
overland communication with this re- 
mote and unpeopled possession. Im- 
mediately upon the Louisiana pur- 
chase, in 1803, the forecast and energy 
of Jefferson was shown in the project 
ofthe survey of the vast wilderness 
intervening to discover a practicable 
route for migration and traffic. Lewis 
and Clarke executed this task. Start- 
ing from St. Louisin May, 1804, they 
Wintered 50 miles above the present 
town of Bismarck, and came in sight 
to lot the ocean on the 7th of November, 
1805. Thus, under instructions drawn 
by the hand of Jefferson himself, the 
route now occupied by the Northern 
Pacific railruad was opened to the at- 
tention of the people of the United 
States, and bas from time to time en- 


gaged their interests, till the dream, 


the prospect, the project and the ef- 
fort have ended in the work here and 
now. Henceforth the transit froni the 
Mississippi to the mouth of the Col 
umbia, and the return, will be made 
in nine days for the round trip, which 
occupied the first explorers two years 
and a half. 

As early as 1834 a village physician 
in Western Massachusetts, Dr. Samuel 
Barlow, the father of Mr. Barlow of 
New York, well known on both sides 
the Atlantic as an eminent solicitor, 
pressed. upon the attention of his 
countrymen the vast importance and 
the clear feasibility of such an enter- 
prise. He. writes: “My feeble pen 
would fail me to expatiate on the sub- 
stantial time-enduring glory which 
would redound to our nation, should 
10 engage in this stupendous under- 
taking.”

Postal Notes Vote Voted a Failure. 
CRHIcAO, September 8.

the mails’ irregularities, and very 
justly, too, for the people of this 
country pay enough to get their let- 
ters promptly.

Reno says the mails often lie over 
here all day, because the stages can- 
not wait if the trains are over an 
hour late. The contractors have a 
schedule to go by, and if they fail to 
make time they are finéd heavily 
by the department. The mail from 
the west is due at 6:30 A. M., and 
the stage leaves at 7. Mr, Jamincn 
rushes things that half hour and 
gets the mail ready. If the train is 
over an hour late the stages cannot 
make time. The mails from the 
east come at 7:40, so that they ‘all 
lie here all day.
